The latest act of President 
Roosevelt is one of the most in- 
teresting in-his colourful execu- 
tive career. For Jat Saturday 
he signed the McDuffe-Tydings 
Bill, which grants the Philippine 
Islands their long-sought in- 
dependence. The bill has yet to 
be ralified by the Philippine 
Legislature, but there is little 
doubt that by October the neces- 
sary ratification will have been 
given. The military base at Fort 
MeKinley will be withdrawn 
when independence has _ been 
fully achieved at the end of a 
ten-year interim period. of 
specific interest to the British 
Empire is the clause providing 
that the United States shall re- 
tain the Corregidor naval base at 
Manila for a fuelling station. 
For experts concerned with inter- 
national gv¥and strategy in the 
East have long recognised that
